Indications are that it will 
be one of the worst winters the Rus­ 
sian people have experienced in a ll 
their history. 
All summer the food situation in 
Russia, particularly in Moscow, Pe- 
trograd and other large 
cities 
has 
been steadily 
growing 
more 
and 
more acute. 
In the latter part of 
August, before the writer left Mos­ 
cow, bread, or that mixture of straw, 
oat husks and other ingredients pf 
unknown origin which Moscow ip- 
habitants are induced to affept as 
bread, had almost », entirely 
disap­ 
peared, and certain city districts had 
not received the usual allowance for 
nearly a week. 
The government had classified the 
population into catagories, whereby 
working men 
and government em­ 
ployes received a larger allowance, 
while professionals 
and 
well-to-do 
people get the smallest, 
which 
in 
Moscow amounts to one-sixteenth of 
a pound. 
In Petrograd 
the 
bour­ 
geois or middle class fared poorly 
on an allowance of three herrings *a 
day. 
S The shortage of bread is largely 
due 
to 
the 
government’s 
short 
sighted policy in fixing a low pric<7 
for grain which did not even cover 
the farm er’s expenditure, let alone 
profit. The peasants refused to com­ 
ply with the decree to turn over all 
grain in excess of a certain arbitraily 
Aked amount to the food committe, 
and when the latter were reinforced 
by a detachment of armed “bread 
crusaders,” the 
peasants 
gathered 
from several villages and offered re­ 
sistance, frequently putting the cru­ 
saders to flight. 
But even if the government price 
were 
much 
higher 
the 
peasants 
would not willingly exchange their 
t 
rain for worthless money, of which 
tiey seem to have much and which 
has no practical value to them. They 
want manufactured goods which the 
government is unable to furnish, as 
most of the factories are idle, for 
lac!; of fuel and raw material, and 
also because the Bolshevik need the 
workmen to fight on the numerous 
fronts.

I was good and 
nervous until we got started and 
then it was the most fun that I have 
ever had. 
in 20 minutes after we 
left our trenches we had Germans 
on their way back to our rear.

When 
you hear a fellow say that the Ger­ 
mans are Just about starved out and 
have no equipment you tell him to 
come over here and ho will see that 
is all wrong. 
They have the best

get to start, so we had ours after 
they left. They were fixed up good 
and nice for the winter with good 
deep concrete dugouts, stoves

tric lights every place, and now they 
belong to us. 
Last night I took a patrol into the 
Hindenburg lines without losing a 
man and got what we went after, al­ 
though they had us in .a

Since the W ar Industries Board 
sent forth its famous O rder No. 21, 
restricting building, we 
have 
had 
num erous inquiries from our read­ 
ers as to the exact meaning of that 
order and w hat class of 
buildings 
were prohibited and w hat allowed 
and under w hat conditions. 
A m atter of such vital im portance 
to the growth of 
Ada — a 
m atter 
which can so radically affect its pros­ 
perity— calls for a clear understand­ 
ing and explanation. 
In order to secure the official, au­ 
thoritative ruling, 
we 
interviewed 
Mr. W. W. Sledge, of the Sledge Lum­ 
ber Co. 
llr. Sledge tells us th at the main 
idea was to entirely stop ALL build­ 
ing that was not absolutely neces­ 
sary; this in order to 
save 
fuel 
transportation, m aterials, money and,’ 
above all, the labor which is so vi­ 
tally required both in the draft and 
in direct war work on ships, build­ 
ings, airplanes, munitions, supplies, 
etc., from the raw m aterials to the 
finished product. 
However, the W ar Industries Board, 
realizing the stagnation th at would 
result from a literal reading of this 
order as well as the damage to prop­ 
erty left subject to the ravages of 
tim e and use and weather w ith o u t1 
repairs, modified the rule to perm it: J

Mr. 
Sledge, is quite clear, 
and

should be no m isunderstanding. 
Briefly, any one can, ju st as be- 
jfore, and w ithout a perm it:— 
1— Make repairs or extensions to 
j any EXISTING building of any kind 
providing the TOTAL COST, includ- 
| mg labor, m aterials and everything 
else, is UNDER $2,500; 
2— Build any NEW building, for 
FARM PURPOSES 
ONLY, 
where 
the TOTAL COST as above is UN­ 
DER $1000; 
3— F °r ALL OTHER BUILDING 
WORK, a perm it m ust be first se­ 
cured through P. A. Norris, O. N J 
W alker or A. M. Gregg, representing 
locally the W ar Industries Board. 
, 
Any violation of this regulation 
will subject the dealer to a loss of 
all privileges of purchasing his stock. 
Each builder is put individually 
on his honor to confine his construc­ 
tion work to REALLY ESSENTIAL 
BUILDINGS and also to use as lit­ 
tle “skilled labor” as possible. 
It will be seen from the above 
that while NEW buildings, except 
small ones for the farm , are frown­ 
ed on, yet REPAIRS AND NECES­ 
SARY EXTENSIONS are perm issable 
w ithout perm it; and we believe 
in 
view of the trem endous 
building 
that will immediately

the 
declaration of peace, that it will be
